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Sarajevo guns silent; 


diplomacy gets a shot

SARAJEVO, Bosnia-Herzegovina 
— With the threat of NATO air 
strikes averted, peacekeepers moved 
in Monday to control the remaining 
Serb guns around Sarajevo while 
diplomats turned up the heat for a 
political settlement. 

Immediate air strikes against 
remaining Serb artillery positions 
were unnecessary, NATO and United 
Nations officials said. 

Although some Serb guns remained 
in place after the Monday 1 a.m. 
deadline, the Serbs were credited with 
trying to comply with an ultimatum 
that could have put NATO into com- 
bat for the first time ever. 

Monday’s catchword was momen- 
tum: Use this halt in the siege of 
Sarajevo as a model for a wider set- 
tlement in Bosnia. 

“We’re absolutely going to use the 
momentum to reach a comprehensive 
political settlement,” White House 
spokeswoman Dee Dee Myers said in 
Washington, where Bosnian Premier 
Haris Silajdzic met Secretary of State 
Warren Christopher. 

“We have a long way to go, but we 
believe that this is the first step 
towards the peace because it restores 
the balance of power in Bosnia,” 
Silajdzic said. 

- The Bosnian Serbs said Russia’s 
stronger role was welcomed. Russia 
sent 400 troops to join U.N. peace- 
keepers in Sarajevo. 

“Tt was not natural that Russia was 
out of the whole process,” Bosnian 
Serb leader Radovan Karadzic said in 
Pale, his power center southeast of 
Sarajevo. 

Karadzic said the Serb side would 
only use its withdrawn weapons for 
self-defense, not employ them as 
some feared against other towns held 
by Muslim-led government forces 
under siege by well-armed Serbs. 

He said a few weapons were “stuck” 
in their positions “but will also be 
controlled.” 

How informally that could happen 
was shown in the:snowy hills north- 


east of Sarajevo. French U.N. troops. 


arrived in two helicopters to control 
several cannons and a howitzer. 


They demanded that the Serbs turn 
around the howitzer aimed at the cen- 
ter of Sarajevo, and the Serbs com- 
plied. 

After nightfall Monday, U.N. Maj. 
Rob Annink said: all sites had been 
visited and either brought under U.N. 
control or had the weapons with- 
drawn. 

“The last scraps of metal are being 
put in the regroupment sites,” he said. 

NATO emphasized that it would 
continue to monitor Serb compliance 
and made clear air strikes were still 
an option. 

“I reaffirm strongly that we will 
respond to any further shelling of 
Sarajevo, whatever its origin, by an 
immediate military response,” said 
French Gen. Jean Cot, commander of 


‘U.N. forces in former Yugoslavia. 


Russian Deputy Foreign Minister 


’ Vitaly Churkin, talking to reporters in 


Sarajevo after meeting Bosnian 
President Alija Izetbegovic, said 
Russian President Boris Yeltsin could 
take. substantial credit for removing 
Serb guns from around the badly 
shelled capital. 

Churkin is to go to Bonn, Germany, — 
on Tuesday for a meeting with U.S., 


European and U.N. officials to work 


on next steps. 

Churkin said he would push for “a 
firmer political arrangement in 
Sarajevo, U.N. control and other mat- 
ters of a peace settlement in Bosnia- 
Herzegovina.” 

The special U.S. envoy on former 
Yugoslavia, Charles Redman, was in 
Zagreb, Croatia, on Monday working 
on the Croatian aspect of the three- 
sided war in Bosnia, Redman met 
Croatian President Franjo Tudjman 
and other top ‘leaders. 

The Muslim-led government has © 
rejected the latest peace proposal. The 
proposal calls for, dividing the country 
among its three ethnic groups: . 

The Muslims say the land they 
would get would not be enough for a 
viable state. 

Relief airlifts and convoys, suspend- 
ed for one day as a precaution, will 
resume Tuesday.

Charge of America’s Freedom 
Festival, Provo’s annual 
Independence Day celebration, will 
be transferred from the city of Provo 
to a private group starting this year, 
said Stephen Hales, vice president of 
the festival. 

The celebration, including the 
“Stadium of Fire” fireworks display 
held in the Cougar stadium and sever- 
al other activities using university 
facilities, will no longer be a function 
of Provo City, Hales said. 

“The festival was transferred for the 
good of the city and for the good of 
the festival,” Hales said. 

The Provo City Council determined 


that it would be in the best interest of 
the residents’ of the city that the func- 
tions of the Freedom Festival Board 
be transferred to America’s Freedom 
Festival, Inc., a private group created 
to run the festival. 

“Transferring the festival will allow 
communities surrounding Provo to be 
more involved in the festival, while 
we weren't able to do that before 
because of the involvement of Provo 
city government,” Hales said. “It will 
broaden our financial prospects in that 
way.” 

Making the festival independent will 
also allow the board to solicit private 
companies for donations without 
involving the government or making 
the companies feel like they are just 
donating to the city, Hales said.

“The festival hasn’t used any tax 
dollars for operation for the past three 
or four years,” Hales said. “Many 
business owners are excited about the 
change. They have more of a chance 
to be involved. We’ve gotten a big 
response from some corporations 
already.” 

Concerns that turning the festival 
over to a private group would libel the 
city or.that the festival would move to 
another city if it wasn’t under Provo’s 
jurisdiction caused some hesitation in 
the city council’s decision. 

There really is no danger of the fes- 
tival moving because no other adja- 
cent communities have the facilities 
like the stadium to house the festival, 
he said. 


In the transfer agreement, the city of 


Provo agrees to provide city services 
including the fire department, police 
department, streets and sanitation and 
the energy department, during the 
event. The city also agrees to provide 
$30,000 from funds generated by past 
Freedom Festivals for use in the pro- 
duction of the event. 

Among other things, the corporation 
agrees to hold the city faultless in the 
event of an accident and to maintain 
adequate insurance coverage, said 
David Rail, Provo City Council chair- 
man,

include Geneva Steel, Nu Skin Inc. 
and Coca-Cola Co. Other contributors 
include “Friends of the Festival,” pri- 
vate individuals who have donated 
$2,000 each.

Most were Shiite Muslims who have been rounded up by the Baghdad goy- 
ernment since an ill-fated uprsing in southern Iraqi after Saddam’s Gulf War 
defeat in 1991. ‘ 

Ayatollah Mohammed Bakr al-Hakim, a senior Shiite cleric and leading dissi- 
dent, and Hussein Sharastani, who monitors human rights abuses in Iraq, told 
‘The Associated Press in separate interviews that refugees from Iraq reported 
that the Radwaniyeh executions took place three months ago. 

Many of the victims were buried in mass graves, they said. But they noted 
that hundreds of bodies have been delivered to their families for burial in recent 
weeks — a move apparently aimed at intimidating the Shiites. 

_ Sharastani said he also received similar reports from other places and believes 
as many as 2,000 prisoners were executed. 

Saddam’s regime, dominated by minority Sunni Muslims, has in recent 
months intensified a campaign of repression against the majority Shiites. 


Cable industry warns rate cuts could hurt 


WASHINGTON — Responding to complaints that its first attempt to cut 
cable television rates didn’t work, the Federal Communications Commission is 
expected to order another reduction this week. 

It’s not yet clear how: much‘the rates for service and equipment will be cut 
when the commission meets Tuesday. 

But, cable industry executives said rate cuts could range from 5 to 15 percent. 

The cable industry has been furiously lobbying the FCC not to cut rates dra- 
matically, warning it could cripple cable investment in a national information 
superhighway and stifle jobs creation. 

_ The Consumer Federation of America has been urging the FCC to slice cable 
rates by another 18 percent. 

“We want the whole enchilada,” said Bradley Stillman, CFA’s general coun- 
sel. 


Higher interest rates prompt complaints 


WASHINGTON — It was billed as a “pre-emptive strike” against inflation, 
but Federal Reserve. Chairman Alan Greenspan is coming under heavy fire 
from critics who say he may have moved too soon in pushing up interest rates. 

The idea was that an interest rate boost would actually help to hold down 
such key borrowing costs.as long-term mortgage rates, but it hasn’t worked out 
that way. 

“Slow money. growth will drag down the economy — not a wise or compas- 
sionate move when millions of Americans are in dire straits and nearly 7 per- 
cent of the labor force is unemployed,” said House Banking Committee 
Chairman Henry B. Gonzalez, D-Texas. 

Greenspan can expect more complaints like that Tuesday when he appears 
before a House Banking subcommittee to give the Fed’s twice-a-year report on 
the economy and interest rates. 


Utahns want individual gun control laws 


SALT LAKE CITY — A new public opinion survey shows that most Utahns 


want their local cities and counties to have the ability to pass gun control ordi- 
nances, even if they are tougher than state laws. 

»The Deseret News-KSL Poll revealed that 60 percent of the 602 Utahns inter- 
viewed thought local governments should be able to adopt harsher gun laws 
than the state. 

« Thirty-six percent said no to local gun control laws and 5 percent were unde- 
cided. 

The copyright poll, published Sunday, was conducted by Dan Jones & 
Associates Feb. 1-3 and had a margin for error of 4 percent. 

Last week, the Utah House passed a bill that would prevent cities from adopt- 
ing any gun ordinance more prohibitive than a general state law that essentially 
says Utahns have the right to keep and bear arms. 

The bill, sponsored by Rep. Mike Waddoups, R-Taylorsville, has come under 
fire from-Salt Lake City and several other Wasatch Front communities trying to 
counter gang violence with stricter firearms laws.

INDEPENDENT STUDY 
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Clinton misses the majority 
taking callers on talk shows 


President Clinton thanked Larry King for bringing him directly to the American peo- 
ple without the middlemen (or journalists). He was the first president to use talk shows 
to further his campaign success. His direct contact with the people through talk shows 


brought him closer to the views of the American people, but it could be his greatest — 


weakness. 

Unlike past presidents, President Clinton was willing to go on shows such as Larry 
King Live and receive viewer phone calls. He subjected himself to viewers’ questions 
which helped him to appear more concerned about the people’s concerns than his 


image, while President Bush appeared uninterested in the people’s concerns as he . 


glanced at his watch during debates, reflecting an attitude of disinterest in the public. 
Many will maintain that President Clinton’s direct contact with the people won him the 
election. 

His closer relation to the American public won him the election, but he has not been 
able to maintain media and viewer attention like he did in the elections. The founding 
fathers warned against direct contact between the people and the president. They 
warned that this closer relation could influence the president to swaying factions and 
opinions of the minority. Many of the founding fathers maintained that there should be 
a distance: between the president and the people. so that he is not answering the cries of 
the times that do not represent all of the American people. 

This could explain how President Clinton got started on the health care reforms. 
Many leading senators and Congressional representatives agree that there may not be a 
health care crises. Polls show that 80 percent of the American people have good health 
care. So why is President Clinton responding to a problem that only reflects 20 percent 
of the people? Maybe he cares about minority views or maybe someone just called in 
on Larry King Live. 


The president should avoid direct contact with the people so as not to fall into having’ 


to respond to the cries of small factions. It is nice of him to be concerned about the 
people, but let us remember that the president represents the people .as a whole and not 
the needs of one call-in viewer from Donahue. 

The problem is that although he won the election by going directly to the people, this 
cannot help him win votes on his policies. This is where the middleman (or journalist) 
might be of some help. President Clinton needs to come across in the media as a leader 
representing the whole interests and problems of our country. He needs to address the 
American people in more formal ways (like his State of the Union address that got a 
positive response) rather than allowing talk shows interview him. 

President Bush and Reagan rarely accepted interviews on talk shows or political 
shows. They knew they were in control and could call press conferences to help their 
policies come to pass. They did not need to wait for a phone call from Larry King. - 

_ The people have given the president the power to decide what he wants to accomplish 
for the good of the American people. President Clinton does not need to wait on the 
‘media to gain support — policies in Washington never became policies through Oprah 
Winfrey. 

President Clinton’s popularity is up because he is on top of the issues bothering 
Americans right now. His policies are not popular because he has been listening to the 
cries of a few callers. 

President Clinton needs to look at the nation as a whole and decide what the majority 
of us want to see happen in America instead of asking David Letterman. 


Education key to fixing welfare 


The Clinton administration’s welfare proposal, which includes giving corporations a 
$5,000 subsidy for each welfare recipient they hire, supporting job training and limit- 
ing welfare benefits to two years, is a step in the right direction, but opportunities for 
education are the key to getting people off welfare. 

With a record 5 million families now receiving Aid to Families With Dependent 
Children, the main cash welfare program, Clinton is right in trying to change welfare 
programs which cost more than $23 billion.a year. 

However, the proposal will not help children, two-thirds of the welfare recipients. 
Most of these children live in homes headed by single women with few skills living in 
high unemployment areas. Jobs would make a difference for these women and their 
children, but minimum wage jobs will not get them off welfare. For them and others 
education is the best way to get off the downward welfare spiral. 

Instead of giving subsidies to corporations, the government should use that money to 
help welfare recipients finish high school and go to college. It will take a lot more 
money in the short run because recipient’s tuition, books, living expenses and child 
care would have to be paid for, but in the long run, one education could keep genera- 
tions off welfare and save the country millions of dollars. Also, the country would have 
a better chance of getting this money back because people would be able to get higher 

- paying jobs and pay more taxes. 

More money must be spent on high schools, middle schools, elementary schools and 

head-start programs. Of course, the government cannot make a person want to learn, 
_. but anyone willing to better themselves should be given the opportunity. 

> Welfare is a cycle that is hard to break. If a parent receives welfare, it is more likely 

- that their children will receive it. Children’s education levels and earning potentials are 
~ based on those of their parents. If a child’s parents do not receive a college education, 
* that child has a good chance of also never getting one. Fortunately, the inverse is that if 

- parents go to college, their children are more likely to attend college. 

- A chance at an education would give hope and incentive to many recipients to get off 
welfare and make their own living. Subsides would only stigmatize recipients, educa- 
tion would give them self-esteem. 

Experts agree that the only way to make recipients work now would be to create gov- 
ernment jobs in a bureaucracy already overweight. These jobs would be low paying 
and unnecessary. Workers would not be contributing to society where as education 
would give recipients a chance to work as well as contribute to society. 

Subsidies date back to Lyndon Johnson and have been for the most part unsuccessful. 
Corporations do not want to hire unskilled workers with little education. The workers 
they do hire for subsidies probably would have been hired anyway. 

Education may not help the disabled or elderly, but it would help most people on wel- 
fare, especially children. Education is a better investment than subsidies.

of the year as discussed above. 

You can look at this money your 
employer withholds in two-ways: 1) 
The government is helping me by 
insuring that I have enough money at 
the end of the year to pay the taxes I 
Owe, or 2) the government is taking 
money earlier than necessary that I 
could use to earn interest at a bank or 
receive some sort of return by invest- 
ing it. After all, you don’t have to pay 
until the end of the year. 


Both of these answers are correct. It — 


just depends on which one best fits 
your situation. 

If you have a tendency to spend all 
your money, or find saving and bud- 
geting difficult, the first method 
would work best and you should mark 
“0” on your W-4 form. 

On the other hand, if you feel you 
can set the money aside ‘without 
spending it, you: should mark “1” — 
but keep in mind that the IRS will 
want its money at the end of the year, 
regardless of if you’ ve lost it. 

In both situations you will end up 
paying the exact same amount in 
taxes. 

If the IRS took too finuck money out 
of your paycheck during the year, you 
will receive a refund after you file 
your income tax return. 

What If I Move After Winter 
Semester? How Do I Get My 
Refund? 

-Most students either go home for the 
summer or move to another apart- 
ment. Ef this is the case and you want 
your return to come to your new loca- 
tion, you will need to fill out an 8822 
Change of Address Form and send it 
to the same center where you filed 
your return.

_the 1040EZ. 


Merta said a student must keep good 
records to itemize, and be aware of 
the deductions allowed for that year 
throughout the tax year. 

If you are considering itemizing for 
1994 or have records for 1993 and 
want to itemize, you should contact 
the VITA office and find out what 


‘deductions the IRS is allowing for 


1993 and 1994. - 

Who Can I Call If I Get Stuck? 
‘“BYU has one of the best Volunteer 
Income Tax Assistance offices in the 
country,” said Jan Hadley of the U.S. 
Department of the Treasury. 

Michele Merta of VITA said volun- 
teers in the office would be happy to 
help anyone, including non-students, 
to prepare and understand their taxes. 

People can also call the IRS for 
assistance. Taxpayers who prefer to 
phone for tax assistance can speak to 
an IRS representative:during normal 
business hours on weekdays by phon- 
ing 1-800-829-1040. 

Hadley said the best time to call is 
early in the day or late in the week.
